I think thet for the record it might not be « bad idea tc serve the 
Srchives, for they are suppoved to have these notes, by Humes’ own tactimony 
to which I heve slready referred you, in File 371 and ixhibit 2 397, but my own 
check, confirmed ty the Archivist, is that they are not there or elsewhere in the 
Archives, to the beet of his knowlecgs.
